In spite of the undoubted per­ 
nicious effects of vino on some soldiers 
in the Philippines, the sick rate from 
alcoholism has been m uch sm aller there 
than in the U nited S tates ever since 
our occupation of the islands. 


"The effect of the discontinuance of 
the canteen feature of the post ex­ 
change on the well-being of men should, 
in my opinion, be judged largely from 
reports of posts in the U nited States 
and city stations only of the Philippines, 
such as M anila, Iloilo and Cebu. 
At 
a rem ote station in the islands a young 
soldier may, it is true, get vile liquor 
a t a very small price, but there is noth­ 
ing very attractive in so doing. There 
are no bar fixtures or 
rooms 
w ith 
billiards or cards, iced drinks, music 
and sometimes dissolute women. 
U n­ 
less he is already a habitual drunkard, 
the tem ptations for him to become so 
are not nearly so g reat as in the cities 
m entioned and in the U nited States. 
W hen a previously sober soldier, how­ 
ever, does become a chronic drunkard 
of vino, his ruin is complete. 


"The value of the canteen has a l­ 
w ays been considered to be a m eans 
by which the average soldier, not a 
drunkard, but a user of liquor, can get 
a few glasses of beer a t home and every­ 
day in the m onth if he -so desires, in­ 
stead of being attracted 
to 
saloons 
where he is tsm pted 
to 
spend 
his 
m onth’s pay a t once for 
vile 
liquor, 
gam bling and women. 
It is also very 
probable th at the rates for alcoholism 
in the Philippines are now lower than 
ever before on account of the preva­ 
lence of cholera. The enlisted men have 
been so repeatedly w arned against the 
danger of drinking im pure w ater, native 
soft drinks 
and 
frequenting 
native 
shacks, that; having seen the horrors 
of cholera am ong the natives and the 
com parative im m unity of the troops, a 
decided deterrent effect m ust have been 
produced.”

livered a brief eulogy on the life of 
General 1’. S. G rant, today being the 
anniversary of his birth.

freedom on 
the one hand from 
the 
contem ptible 
arrogance

looks down upon the man of less m eans 
and on the other from the 110 less con­ 
tem ptible envy, jealousy and 
rancor 
which hates another because he is bet­ 
ter off. 
Each quality is the comple­ 
m ent of the other, the supplem ent of the 
other, and in point of baseness there is 
not the w eight of the finger to choose 
between them.

signed by those men, lo*ok a t it in the 
spirit in which they wrote it and if you 
can only m ake yourselves, make the 
com m unity approach the problems of 
today in the spirit th at those men, 
your fellows, showed 
in 
approaching 
the great problems of yesterday, any 1 
problem or problems will be solved. 


“Any man who tries to excite class 
hate, sectional hate, hate of creeds, any 
kind of 
hatred 
in 
our 
community, 
though he may affect to do it in the 
interest of the class he is address­ 
ing, is in the long run w ith absolute 
certainty th a t class’ own w orst enemy. 
In the long run and as a whole we are 
going to go up or go down together.

Miles concerning his observations in 
the Philippines w as made public today 
by the w ar departm ent. 
It is dated 
Feb. 19, 1903, and covers all features 
of his trip through the islands, together 
with his recom m endations. 


Of the Moros, General Miles says: 
"The problem of reducing or controll­ 
ing these people in case of continued 
hostilities does not appear to be a 
difficult one. 
They are 
very 
poorly 
rmed and have no m eans of w ithstand­ 
ing our m ountain artillery and field 
m ortars.” 


Of the road to Lake Lanao, he says: 
“At the tim e of my visit there were 
BOO of our men of my visit there were 
The heat waS intense and there were a t 
the tim e seven men sick and some 200 
men sick on the report. 
The perform ­ 
ance of such labor by troops, unless ab ­ 
solute m ilitary necessity exists for it, 
and I know of none, is wrong and con­ 
trary to law .” 


Effect of Climate. 


The more im portant observations and 
recom m endations of General Miles are 
as follows: 


"The general condition of the troop 
in the archipelago w as creditable 
them selves and to th<t country. 


“The effect of the clim ate is a mos 
serious detrim ent to the service. 
Th1 
men go there in perfect health and ii 
the prim e of m anhood, b u t a s a bod1 
are seriously affected in the course 
two or three years’ service. Very fey 
escape. The m ajority are debilitated. 


“As the m ilitary stations w ith bw 
few exceptions are very rem ote and thi 
troops are required to be in communi 
ties th a t are neither beneficial nor 'con 
genial to them, the service is depress 
ing and to some extent has a demoral 
izing effect.

are 
scarcely an; 
am usem ents or recreation for the sol- 
diera 
D uring m y visits to the garri 
sons it so happened th a t I did not sei 
a single soldier under the influence 
liquor.

The details of the investigation, how each successive step was 
taken, together with valuable scientific information concerning the 
protozoa, the organism that produces that highly contagious disease, 
will on Tuesday evening be furnished to medical men by the discoverer, 
who refrains from making a public announcement of it until he has 
enlightened the scientific world.

w ill be held at the Harvard medical school under the auspices of the 
Boaton Society of Medical Science, and the notices merely state that 
Dr. Councilman will have an announcement to make upon the "etiology 
of sm allpox.” 
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RUSSIAN EXPLANATION 


IS QUITE SATISFACTORY.

St. Petersburg, April 27.—The R ussian 
foreign office when shown the Peking 
dispatch of April 23 setting forth the 
eight dem ands 
made by R ussia on 
China regarding M anchuria, entered a 
denial of a num ber of the points and 
minimized the im portance of others. 


Commenting on each point separately, 
the foreign office says:

F ifth—Such is the present arrange­ 
ment. 


Sixth—Extrem ely im portant since an 
English vessel in 1902 introduced the 
plague. 


Seventh—False. 
E ighth—The integrity of China is a l­ 
ready adopted into the R ussian pro­ 
gram . No need to discuss that. 


R egarding the 
whole negotiations?, 
which have been dragging on since Ja n ­ 
uary, the foreign office says: 


"There is 
nothing 
directed in any 
m anner against the interests of the 
other powers or their commerce. W ith 
the towns not opened to trade the rail­ 
way will carry 
R ussian and foreign 
goods alike throughout the country but 


give general satisfaction and m eet in 
a large degree the desires of our gov­ 
ernm ent. 


It was in relation to the first two de­ 
m ands th a t the United States w as in­ 
terested particularly and it w as these 
dem ands which prom pted it to address 
notes of inquiry and protest to St. 
Petersburg and Peking. They involved 
severe restrictions to American trade 
and the United States therefore w as 
prom pt to protest. 
The assurance of 
the R ussian foreign office contained in 
the St. P etersburg dispatch would seem 
to set a t rest any serious menace in 
th a t respect. 
The replies of the R us­ 
sians regarding the other dem ands also 
caused a feeling of relief here, and the 
hope of the officials is th a t R ussia’s 
position is fully and correctly set forth. 


No official confirm ation along the lines 
indicated has yet come to hand from 
M inister McCormick, who last week, 
was directed to m ake Inquiries of the 
Russian foreign office regarding the a t­ 
titude of th a t governm ent as to M an­ 
churia.

Sixth—Sanitary commission is to be 
organized under Russian control. 


Seventh—Russia is entitled to attach 
telegraph wires and poles on all Chinese 
lines in Manchuria. 


Eighth—No territory in Manchuria is 
to be alienated to any other power.

MINING CASE DECIDED 


BY SUPREME COURT. 


W ashington, April 27.—Justice Brown 
in the United States suprem e court to­ 
day rendered the opinion of the court 
in the case of Clinton B. W isre and 
others vs. John Law ler and Edw ard W. 
Wells. The case w as appealed from the 
suprem e court of the territory of A ri­ 
zona and Involved the operation of the 
Seven Stars Gold Mining company oper­ 
ating in th a t territory. 
Law ler and 
Wells, the original owners of the mine, 
bargained to sell it for $450,000 to the 
Seven. S tars company. 
The deed was 
placed in escrow w ith the understand­ 
ing th at the purchase money should be 
delivered to the company. 
The prop­ 
erty was advertised 
very extensively 
both in the United States and in G reat 
Britain and the claim was made that 
there were m any m isrepresentations in 
the prospectus. The stockholders made 
an effort to hold Law ler and W ells as 
responsible for the m isrepresentations 
and to stop the paym ent of purchase 
money to them. 
The court held, how­ 
ever, th a t they had not been cognizant 
of the representations of the m ining 
company, and even if they had been in­ 
formed on th at subject they could nor 
have been held responsible. The opinion 
affirmed the decision of the Arizona su­ 
preme court.

B ritt's 
superiority w as m anifest during the en­ 
tile fight. 
In the first round F itzg er­ 
ald sent B ritt down but the Californian 
was a t no time distressed. 
He knew 
exactly w hat he was doing and when 
he got up he started a t Fitzgerald as 
if the fight had ju st commenced. 
The 
gong, however, ended the round. 


Fitzgerald had the advantage of B ritt 
iij height, reach and m uscular develop­ 
m ent, but he w as not nearly his adver­ 
sary ’s equal in speed 
or 
cleverness. 
B ritt's ducking of rights and lefts was. 
some of the prettiest work ever seen 
here. 
B ritt devoted rfiost of his a tte n ­ 
tion to F itzgerald’s stom ach and landed 
num erous left hand punches that took 
the breath out of the 
Brooklyn boy.

greater speed,” said B ritt. 


The fight was rem arkable been use of 
the clean breakaw ays.

fight below the belt and were required 
y r f protect them selves in the fUndi-’'«. 


In spite o f this agreem ent they broke 
cleanly every time a t the suggestion 
of the referee and there was not

side.. 'B ritt finished the fight w ithout a 
mafrk on, him an d F itzgerald w as also 
in good condition, although showing a 
few m arks on his face and red spots 
OtVhis body.

GOLDEN CYCLE CONTROVERSY 
A supplem ental com plaint filed by the 
m inority stockholders yesterday in the 
Golden Cycle controversy, charges the 
defendants, John T. M ijllken and L. E. 
H ill w ith having paid out the sum of 
$15,000 w ithout au th o rity of the board 
of directors. It is alleged th a t this sum 
w as paid out as attorney fees in de­ 
fending the com plaint of the m inority 
stockholders for an accounting and the 
appointm ent of a receiver. 


The com plaint is one of the longest 
ever filed in the d istrict court, consist­ 
ing of over 50 pages of typew ritten m a t­ 
ter. It reviews the allegations set forth 
in the original petition and details the 
actions- th a t have transpired since the 
suit w as filed. 
It charges, the defend­ 
an ts w ith conducting the business of the 
corporation w ithout any regard for the 
interests of the m inority; w ith calling 
m eetings in places other than the regu­ 
lar office of the com pany, and of con­ 
ducting the business in their own in­ 
terests. 


I t is set forth in the com plaint th a t 
the sum of $15,000 alleged to have been 
paid out w ithout authority, w as so paid 
N ovem ber 28, 1902, and th at a m otion 
to disavow the act introduced a t a m eet­ 
ing of the board of directors on De­ 
cem ber 19 was voted down by the de­ 
fendants, M illiken and Hill. 
It is fu r­ 
th er alleged th a t the 
m ajority stock­ 
holders sen t a circular to all other m em ­ 
bers of the corporation F ebruary 7, in 
which the plaintiffs in the suit for an 
accounting are denounced and charged 
w ith w asting the funds of the com ­ 
pany. 


I t is alleged in the com plaint th a t p art 
of thè sum of $15,000 w as used by one 
John M. Glover to secure the im peach­ 
m ent of a judge of the district court 
in order that the suit m ight not be 
brought before him for trial, failing in 
which it is alleged fu rth er th at,ad d itio n ­ 
al sum s were used in ail effort to dis­ 
qualify the sam e judge and have the 
case transferred to the U nited States 
court. 


A com m unication is also set forth, 
which it is alleged, w as sent to John 
T. Milliken, president of the company, 
containing an offer to settle the contro­ 
versy 
so 
far 
as 
the 
w orking of 
th e 
T heresa 
property 
is 
concerned. 
This 
com m unication, 
proposes 
th a t 
the 
Golden 
Cycle 
com pany 
take 
charge 
of 
the 
w orkings 
of 
the 
Theresa and file a bond in the sum of 
$225,000 for its 
faithful 
perform ance; 
fu rth er th a t the lease of L. E. Hill be 
taken up and cancelled and th at all ore 
mined on the Theresa property be taken 
out by the Golden Cycle com pany and 
th a t a royalty of 25 per cent be paid to 
Hill. 
The com m unication fu rth er pro­ 
vides th a t the m ajority shall pay back 
in the treasu ry the sum of $15,000, a l­ 
leged to have been taken out for the 
paym ent-of attorney fees. 


Another Communication. 


A communication 
replying to this 
from John T. Milliken is also set forth, 
in which he states that he will listen to 
no proposition of settlement of any sort 
unless the suit for an accounting be dis­ 
missed. 


The final allegation in the complaint 
states that since the filing of the origi­ 
nal suit, ore has been mined in the 
Theresa property through the shaft of 
the Golden Cycle company without any 
regard to which company the ore be­ 
longed, in a careless-and reckless man­ 
ner, and that the ore of both companies 
was mixed, hoisted and handled to­ 
gether. 


All: the new allegations are coupled 
with those made in the original com­ 
plaint and urged as additional reasons 
for ordering an accounting and the ap­ 
pointment of a receiver. Under the or*'

the result of his tour of inspection in 
the Philippines last autumn and winter. 


General Miles' report on his Philip­ 
pines observations is dated February 
19) 1003. and is addressed to the secre­ 
tary of war. 
He says in going from 
Calamba to JBfttangas in November last 
he noticed that the country appeared 
devastated and that the people were 
very much depressed. 


Stopping at Lipa he says a party of 
citizens headed by the acting presldente 
met him and stated that they desired 
to make complaint of harsh treatment 
of the people of that community, saying 
they had been concentrated in towns and 
had suffered great indignities; “that 15 
of their people had been tortured by 
whal is known as the water torture, 
and that one man, a highly respected 
citizen, aged 65 years, named Vincent 
Luna, while suffering from the effects 
of the torture 
and unconscious, was 
dragged from his house, which had been 
Bet on Are and burned to death. 
They 
stated that these atrocities were com­ 
mitted by a company of scouts under 
command of Lieutenant Hennessey and 
that their people had boon crowded into 


authorities, and that it has been car­ 
ried on under the act of the Philip­ 
pines." 


A reply to the foregoing has been pre­ 
pared by Judge Advocate General Davis 
in a letter to the secretary of war in 
which he says: 


"The incidents which are set forth in 
the inclosed special report have been 
made the subject of special investiga­ 
tions; in some instances these Have been 
conducted by courts martial and their 
findings and sentences have been fully 
promulgated in orders; in others the in­ 
quiries have been intrusted to inspec­ 
tors, or to officers designated for that 
purpose by the commanding general in 
the Philippines. 
Where administrative 
action has been called for, as a result 
of such investigations,

taken by the proper military comman­ 
der, if the parties continued within his 
jurisdiction; in other cases the matter 
has been submitted to the department 
with a view to a resort to such punitive

Phil­ 
ippines scouts, to take eight prisoners 
out into the country and that if they did 
not guide him to the camp of the in­ 
surgent Quizen he was not to bring 
them back. It was stated that the men 
were taken out and that they either 
did not or could not do as directed. 
One of the men who had a son among 
the scouts was spared, but the others 
were separated in two parties, number­ 
ing three and 
four 
respectively, and i 
while tied together were all murdered 
by being shot or bayonetted to death, 
some being in a kneeling position at 
that time. The pretense was made that 
they were killed while attempting to 
escape, but so far as I know no official 
report has ever been made.

I saw three men who had been sub­ 
jected to this treatment, 
one was the

long, deep scars on his arms which he 
said were caused by the cords with 
which he was bound cutting into his 
flesh. The second man was named Jose 
Borja and the third was Padre Jose 
Diazenes, who stated he was one of 
three priests who had been subjected 
to torture by the troops under Lieuten­ 
ant Gaujot, Tenth . cavalry; that his 
front teeth had been knocked out. which 
was apparent; that he was otherwise 
maltreated and robbed of $300. 
It was 
stated that these priests were taken out 
to be killed and were only saved by 
the prompt action of Major Carrington, 
(First Infantry, who sent out for them. 
Lieutenant Gaujot was tried, pleaded 
guilty and was given the trivial sen­ 
tence of three months' suspension from 
command, forfeiting $50 per month for 
the same period. 
His pleading guilty 
prevented all the facts and circum­ 
stances being developed. 


“It appears that Major Glenn, Lieu­ 
tenant Conger and a party of assist­ 
ants and native scouts were moved from 
.place to place for the purpose of ex­ 
torting statements by means of torture, 
and it became so notorious that this

were justifiable and I felt it my duty,

.the good name of American arms and 
bring discredit to our service for all 
time to address to the division com­ 
mander-in-chief the following letter of 
instructions.” 


Then follows an order addressed to the 
commanding general of the Philippines 
■under date of Feb. 28, 1!)03, in which 
General Miles calls attention to the re­ 
ports of atrocities and directs that any 
orders or circulars of personal instruc­ 
tion which would inspire or encourage 
any act of cruelty be annulled. The or­ 
der says that "the excuse that the un­ 
usual conditions justify the measures 
herein condemned are without founda­ 
tion.” 


Continuing-his report to the secretary, 
General Miles directs attention to the 
acts of reconcentration by General Bell 
and claims that- they were in direct 
violation of law. He says that the law 
•was also violated in handling and buy­ 
ing large quantities of rice which was 
sold at a profit. The people who were 
in the reconcentration camps were, says 
General Miles, ‘‘considered prisoners of 
war, but were compelled to buy food 
from those who held them at a large 
•profit."

In 1886 he came to Douglas, Wyo., and 
established the First National bank. He 
was elected mayor, then state senator, 
and in 1S98 was elected governor on the 
Republican ticket, succeeding himself 
in 1002. The governorship falls to Fen- 
nlmore Chatterton, secretary of state, 
as there is no lieutenant governor of 
Wyoming.

Washington, p . C., April 21.—The w^r 
board of. the army has been at work 
for several weeks considering plans for 
the establishment of substitutes for 
army canteens which were discontinued 
by congressional legislation. The pr6b. 
iem has been a perplexing one, but 
the war board has about perfected plans 
which it is believed will provide sat­ 
isfactory forms of social amusement for 
the enlisted men of the army. The war 
department has $1,000,000 to'spend in 
the work of providing the enlisted men 
with every facility for healthful sport 
and proper entertainment. This appro­ 
priation will be available at the begin­ 
ning of the next fiscal year, commenc­ 
ing July 1. It has been determined that 
the appropriation shall be used in the 
erection 
of 
gymnasiums, 
properly 
equipped to afford the soldier amuse­ 
ment, recreation, and an opportunity 
to develop the moral and physical side 
of his nature. 
Fine buildings will be 
erected at the principal forts, equipped 
with reading rooms, libraries, bowling 
alleys, billiard rooms, swimming pools, 
and shooting galleries. Provisions will 
also be made for the out-door sports of 
cricket, tennis, baseball, football, pole 
and other games. 
Fort Logan, 
near 
Denver, Colo., Is one of the posts where 
a gymnasium will be erected immedi­ 
ately. The cost will be $75,000. Smaller 
gymnasiums, ranging in cost from $30,- 
000 to $45,000, will also be built at :'Fort 
Douglas, Utah, and Fort Russell, W y­ 
oming.

WHAT THE LOUISIANA PURCHASE HAS BECOME. 


RUSSIA IN MANCHURIA. 


T 


HE ATTITUDE of Russia in regard to Manchuria 
is not at all surprising. 
Those who know best the 
frame of mind of the czar’s m inistry long ago con- 
chided that after having set fool in Manchuria, Russia 
would never leave unless compelled to do so, and that com­ 
pulsion would have to be brought about by some other 
nation than China. 


in fact, the Chinese through fear on the one hand and 
chicancry on the other, are virtually powerless before the 
Russians. This aggression in Manchuria is an old story. 
For years the Russians have been pushing their way 
southward into Chinese territory. 
By and by Peking, 
thousands of miles away, would hear of these aggressions 
and feebly protest. The result would be that Russia would 
keep the new territory but promise to take no more. 


This last grab, however, was made at the time of the 
Boxer uprising, and upon the pretense that the safety of 
Russians and Russian enterprises was menaced. 
There 
is no justification, whatever, for holding Manchuria, es­ 
pecially in the face of Russia’s promises of restoration 
made to China and the other powers. It looks like a great 
game of bulldozing by the czar’s ministry, and nothing 
but the firmest front on the part of the United States, 
Great Britaiji <tnd Japan will prevent the consummation 
of the robbery.

HE NEAR approach of the dedication of the St. 
Louis exposition calls renewed attention to the 
greatness of the territory which, was comprised 
in the purchase an d . to the sagacity of Thomas Jeffer­ 
son in securing this great domain for the use of millions 
qf American citizens then unborn. 


One of the best summaries of what the Louisiana pur­ 
chase now contains is found in the current number of 
the World's Work in which Mr. 
Charles 
M. 
Harvey 
graphically tells the story of 100 years. 
Says Mr. H ar­ 
vey: 


The states and territories of the purchase pro­ 
duced 264,000,000 bushels of wheat in 1900, val­ 
ued at $152,000,000—more than half of the wheat 
. crop of the whole United States; 1,013,000,000 
bushels of corn, or 48 per cent of the country’s 
product; 38 per cent of the country's' oats. 
The 
wheat, corn, oats, rye, barley, cotton, hay and 
potatoes produced in this region in 1900 brought 
$755,000,000, and its farm animals were valued at 
$825,000,000, 38 per cent of those of the whole 
country. 


From that celebrated pioneer experiment in 
wheat-growing by Oliver Dalrymple, a wealthy 
Minnesota farmer, in the territory of Dakota in 
1876, quickly came magnificent results. 
In 1902 
North Dakota stood second in the list of wheat- 
producing states and Minnesota first. These with 
Missouri, South Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas, 
all in the Louisiana purchase, led all the rest of 
the country last year in wheat-growing. 
Much 
more than half of the country's 670,000,000 bush­ 
els grown in 1902 (valued at $422,000,000) was 
grown in the states of the old Jefferson tract. 


And the story of corn is similar. Illinois stood 
first in corn yield in 1902. as in most years. The 
four Louisiana states of Iowa, 
Missouri. 
Ne­ 
braska and Kansas led all the rest of the country. 
More than half the country’s corn crop, valued 
at $1,017,000,000, was produced in the territory of 
the purchase. 
Iowa was second in 1902 in the 
production of oats, Illinois being first. 
Another 
Louisiana state. Minnesota, was second that year 
in barley production. California leading. 
Iowa 
was second in hay. New York heading the list. 
Two-thirds of the country's 195,800 tons’ yield of 
beet sugar for 1902 was grown by the territory 
west of the Mississippi. 
Texas, a region which 
belonged to Louisiana at the time Bonaparte 
transferred the province to the United States in 
1803, but our claim on which was' given up to 
Spain by President Monroe in 1819 as part of 
the price which we paid for Florida, and which 
we did not recover until Polk’s days in 1845, pro­ 
duces almost a third of the entire country’s cot­ 
ton.

HE NUMEROUS accidents to some of our latest and 
most approved types of warships have set the author­ 
ities ai,W ashington to thinking. It would probably 
be better for all concerned if the most careful and pains- 
\ak in g investigations were made. 
The Iowa last week 
had three men killed as the result of the explosion of a 
5itn. 
Since that time she has become totally disabled 
by the bursting of a steam pipe which tore away the 
steering gear. 


A few days ago the new and splendid battleship Maine, 
believed to be the highest development in the art of build 
ing war vessels, became weak in im portant parts. 
The 
mounting of tho guns has proved to be defective, but the 
difficulty is said to be as much due to inadequate speci­ 
fications in the plans as to faulty construction. 
It is 
itated also that weakness has developed in the boilers 
jf the ship. 
These water tube boilers were of a certain 
:ype which was strongly opposed by Rear Admiral Mel- 
nlle, the chief constructor. The type which he preferred 
n'ould cost considerably more, but the general opinion 
Is that the best are none too good. 
Indeed, it is abso­ 
lutely necessary that a warship should be able to do its 
best, work under high pressure. 


All the circumstances, therefore, lead to the inevitable 
conclusion that there are vital defects of one kind and 
another in our ships of war, and that nothing but the 
most careful and painstaking research can remove them.

ty began In the early 50’s and with the 
territorial organization of Colorado in 
1861 and "the appointm ent of Governor 
W illiam Gilpin, by President Lincoln, 
E l Paso becam e one of the original 17 
counties, and has wielded considerable 
Influence in th e development of the 
state. 


.T he first board of county com m is­ 
sioners was appointed by Governor Gil- 
ipin in October of 1861. This board was 
composed of M. S. Beach, H enry S. 
Clark, and A. B . Sprague. 
Under their 
appointm ent their sole duty was the 
calling of an election for the choice of a 
•board by the citizens of the county. 
Thife election was called for November 
16. 1861, and Ben F . Crowell, A. B . 
Sprague and John Bley were elected. 
T he total vote of the county at th at 
tim e was about 800 and the taxable 
valuation of the property w as about 
I100.0M. 


The m ost im portant work before this 
board was the organization of the coun­ 
ty for the fu rth er development of its 
resources and the protection of its cit­ 
izens from the ravages of the Indians. 


Irrigation. 


Flum es and irrigation ditches wer« 
dug arid the life-giving stream s were 
diverted to the w atering of the soil. 


F o rts an3 barricades were built and 
arm s and am m unition purchased. 


The crude beginnings in irrigation 
have developed into the splendid w ater 
system now in use throughout m ost of 


the county, and while the m atter of 
Irrigation is now largely a question of 
private enterprise—in the beginning the 
(county com m issioners were called upon 
to in itiate in large m easure the plans 
for the im provem ent 
of 
agriculture 
and grazing. 


The struggle against 
the 
Indians 
continued throughout the early history 
of the county and down to the year 
1868, when th eir forces'w ere dispelled 


county’s activity was transferred from 
Colorado City, and in 1873 the county 
seat was moved to the new town and 
quarters secured at the corner of K i­ 
owa street and Nevada avenue. 


Thisbulldih g was added to from time 
to time wjth the growth of the county 
and the necessity for more room, and 
served as the county building for 30 
years until it was abandoned on April 
18 for the new quarters in Alamo park. 


David SlcShane anfl J . <\ Woodbury 
have given way in the adm inistration 
of a ffairs to other men of progressive 
spirit. 
In 
the days of the pioneer, 
when stern characters were necessary, 
these men and those associated with 
them , were the logical expression of the 
needs of the community. 
And later, 
when the pioneer period had passed and 
the days of growing prosperity had be­ 
gun. these men were also then needed 
a t their posts. 
Econom y was then the 
cornerstone o f adm inistration and all 
things were counted by their cost before 
any steps were taken toward them. 


W ith the fu rth er development of the 
county’s resources and the increase of 
the funds a t the disposal of the com ­ 
m issioners, 'different 
characters were 
needed.

On October 4, 1869, David McShane 
was elected a m em ber of the board of 
county com m issioners and served until 
<1875. 
He was again elected in 1885 
and remained a m em ber until 1S88. when 
he retired. J . C. W oodbury was elected 
a member of the board October 3. 1870, 
and served continuously until January 
8, 1896, a term of 24 years and three 
months. 
These two men, who are still 
living, having their homes in Colorado 
Springs, are typical of the 
county's 
early history. 
They reached Colorado 
in 1860, having gotten here by ox team, 
driving across the prairie and the des­ 
ert. 


They have seen the .governm ent of the 
county grow from the vigilance com­ 
m ittee, which took th» law in its own 
hands, to the present well-organized 
system , restin g solely on the voice of 
th e people as expressed by their su f­ 
frage. 


They have seen riches of the county 
develop year by year as new settlers 
cam e into the country they helped, to 
open. 
They have seen the population 
of the county grow from 800 to 40.000 
and the taxable valuation of the prop­ 
erty from $100.000 to $24,006.000. 


The early struggles of the county 
have bred into them a spirit of econ­ 
omy and even now they look askance 
at w hat they regard as extravagance 
in the expenditure of public funds.

This action of the general is probably 
due, in part, at least to the statem ents 
made in the following letter: 
Hon, Theodore Roosevelt, President of 
the United States, W ashington, D. C. 
Sir:—As a citizen of the United States 
1 venture to draw your attention, to an 
alleged case, th at occurred early in the 
campaign in the Philippines, of a vio­ 
lation of the rules of w ar. 
T his case 
seems to call for executive action. 
I 
approach you on this su b ject in this 
open manner because efforts to secure 
justice made in less conspicuous ways 
nave failed, and because th is m atter 
vitally affects the discipline and good 
name of the arm y and the honor of the 
. nation. 


I make this appeal to you on the 
oasis of the declaration of your own a t­ 
titude in regard to violations of the 
rules of war as expressed in ah official 
telegram sent by the honorable secre- 
• tary of war, on April 15, 1902,. to the

The Filipinos gain a palliation

for w hatever atrocities they m ay have 
com m itted while 
we 
correspondingly 
lo se 'it, but the m ost vital fa c t estab ­ 
lished if the charges are sustained, is 
th at, an officer who is now a brigadier 
general of the United States arm y, not 
only grossly violated the rules of w ar 
by issuing orders which resulted in the 
brutal m urder o f prisoners but th at he 
did this a t a critical moment—at the 
¡beginning of a w ar which since then 
we know w as stained by atrocities so 
rem arkable in their frequency., and so 
abhorrent to the spirit of modern tim es 
in th eir nature, th at they are unparal­ 
leled in these days and am ong civilized 
people. 
F o r this result the accused 
would be held largely responsible, since 
his alleged a ct would n aturally prove 
the incentive to young men of am bi­ 
tious disposition, or Vicious tendencies, 
of whom som e will be found in all a r­ 
m ies to conclude th at the road to pro­ 
m otion and honor w as in the com m is­ 
sion o f m urders and the infliction of 
tortu res.. 
Colonel F u n ston 's advance­ 
m ent to à brigadiership plainly taught 
this lesson. I t therefore seem s especial­ 
ly im portant to test these charges, by 
a 
cou rt-m artiàl 
and 
to 
deterrrtlne 
w hether they are true or false. 


in a Speech delivered by you, sir, on 
the 28th o f August, 1902, a t W eirs, N. 
H., you are reported to have said: “The 
tem ptation to retaliate for the fearful 
cruelties of a savage foe has been very 
great, and now and then It has been 
yielded to. There have been a few and 
only a few such instances in the ÜPhil- 
ippines, and punishm ent has been m et­ 
ed out w ith unflinching ju stice to the 
offenders.” 
B u t the case 
here m en­ 
tioned is evidehtly an exception to the 
general rule which you assert has beei} 
fallowed. 
No ju stice has been meted 
out to these alleged offenders nor was 
any adequate iriquiry ever m ade into 
the charges ag ain st them . 
General. 
Otis declined tb perm it a court-m artial 
of a soldier—one Brenner—who through 
the agency of a private letter addressed 
to liis parents in tCansas, firs t made 
the story known to the general public. 
I t is im portant to note th at this pro­ 
posed court-m artial w as aim ed not to 
punish those charged with m urdering 
prisoners, bu t a t the innocent revealer 
of w hat the evidence in my possession 
leads m e to believe w as an atrocious 
crim e com m itted by his superior officer.

And now, Mr. President, I desire, in 
conclusion, to express the hope th at you 
will order the court-m artial of General 
Funfeton. i do this with deep respect for 
your high 
office and for your many 
noble qualities as a public m an and 
citizen, and with strong and pleasant 
m em ories of the personal 
friendship 
with which in past years, you have 
honored me. I believe th is course should 
be followed for the sake of the country, 
arm y, and the accused him self. 
Let 
the w itnesses be summoned and their 
testim ony be fairly taken. 
I f the a c­ 
cused is not guilty, as charged, 
this 
will m ost qilletly dispel the cloud of 
suspicion th at has gathered about him, 
and set at rest distressing agitation. Tf. 
on the contrary, his guilt shall be duly 
established by the decision of a court, 
the good nam e of the country and the 
arm y will be thus far vindicated by the 
execution of exact and im partial justice.

troops on the previous day." 


M ri Ju stice Shiras, of the supremo

T he blood in his 
veins is 87.9 per cen t w hite, 11.6 negro, 
0.3 In d ian and 0.2 M ongolian. T his blood 
is 14.7 per cent foreign, an d th e foreign 
blood, out of a to ta l of 10.34 p a rts,' is 
2.66 p a rts G erm an, 1.61 p a rts Irish , .78 
p a rts C anadian. .57 p a rts Sw edish and 
4.72 p a rts of all o th e r n atio n alities. Al­ 
though th e av erag e m an h a s so stro n g 
a stra in of m ixed foreign blood in his 
veins, both his p aren ts w ere born in 
th is country .

D uring the m eetings on Monday, the 
question of adm itting clubs to the fed­ 
eration who have both men and women 
m em bers w as discussed. T he action of 
the last executive' in adm itting mixed 
clubs was ratified so the era of a fed­ 
eration- exclusively of women, is closed. 
T he power of adm itting clubs to the 
federation lies with the executive and 
it w as thé concensus of opinion th at no 
barriers should be raised. Illinois and 
o th er states have already placed 
the 
seal of approval upon the adm ission of 
mixed clubs. "Ih '-the executive, the ex- 
presàion w as rftiê Indicative of the.sen- 
tim eht th at tVÎêvgengralrF . W . C. w as 
holding illogical ground. 


The executive recommended th at the 
clubs defray the expenses of their dele­ 
gates so fa r as possible, thus securing 
’the women who can best represent it, 
instead, as now. depending wholly upon 
a m em ber who is financially able to a t­ 
tend. 


Mrs. T. A. Van W agenen, chairm an

TRAVELING LIBRARY 


Mrs* 
A. 
together w ith 


W . S. Peabody and m any others labored 
m ost ardently and effectu ally for the 
passage of the recent a c t of the legis­ 
lature on the su b ject of the traveling 
libraries. 


Mrs. W elles received an ovation when 
she gave her report la st Monday. P a r­ 
ticu larly on the statem en t th at the li­ 
brary bill w as the first one introduced 
by women th at carried an appropria­ 
tion. T he appropriation was $1,000, ju st 
th e h alf th at w as asked, and offices 
were set ap art f o r ,, the occupancy of 
the com m ission. 
The governor 
has 
asked for a list of nam es from which 
to nam e this com m ission to have charge 
of the library. The executive withholds 
this list until 
the governor's 
return 
from the east, as he has expressed a 
strong desire to sign the bill and re­ 
quested them to do so; 


As in m any other things, the high 
powers w ent a step fu rth er than they 
were asked to do. 
The bill as intro­ 
duced provided th at the governor should 
appoint two m em bers of the com m is­ 
sion, the federation two, and the gov­ 
ernor and the federation actin g togeth­ 
er, the other one. 


Senator W est subm itted an am end­ 
m ent th at the women should have the 
entire appointing power, and took oc­ 
casion to say th at he thought the bill 
the best one in th e legislature. 


Senator Lew is, however, who in tro­ 
duced the library bill 
w as 
especially 
commended by the executive. Of course 
it took a great am ount of work to get 
the bill through, even with the appro­ 
priation cu t in two. Senator Lew is did 
not w ant to concur when the bill went 
back to the senate with a decreased ap­ 
propriation but finally yielded to the 
entreaties of the women. 


Mrs. W elles explained th at the fed­ 
erated clubs were responding to the per 
capita tax since they understood 
th at 
the purpose of raising money was that 
the libraries m ay be turned over to the 
state in Ju ly free from debt. 
The ex­ 
ecutive voted to have especial notes of 
thanks sent to those who had given 
valuable assistance to the library com ­ 
m ittee. 


Quoting from the last annual report 
of the com m ittee, “A total of 75 boxes 
are in circulation. F ifty -eig h t of these 
are m iscellaneous and 17 juvenile. The 
federation owns about 3,500 volumes at 
an estim ated cost of $3,720.'' 
The com ­ 
m ittee reported four more libraries do­ 
nated since the report w as made 
and 
some others in process of collection. Mrs. 
W elles said th at the governor had pre­ 
sented her with the pen w ith which he 
signed the traveling library bill. Tied 
with a bit of red, white and blue rib ­ 
bon. she said she should hand it down 
to posterity as Her m ost treasured pos­ 
session. 
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LEGISLATiVE REPORT 


Mrs. M. A. B. Conine of Denver, th'e 
chairm an of the state legislative com ­ 
m ittee in m aking her report to the 
spring m eeting of the board -of direc­ 
tors of the- G. F . W . C. referred those, 
in attendance to the article by E llis 
M eredith in the D enver News, April 
19, as com prehensively review ing 
the 
su b ject of “W om ankind and the F ou r­ 
teenth General .Assembly." 


The article in part, is as follows: 
“T aking the bills as they come num er­ 
ically, the first are the five bills es­ 
tablishing the juvenile court, and m ak­ 
in g a more strin gen t compulsory school 
law. 
These are Senator B ailey ’s bills, 
and they passed both branches w ithout 
opposition. 
They were drawn by the 
County Ju d ges’ 
association, 
and 
are 
said to be the m ost enlightened and per­ 
fect system of dealing w ith juvenile of­ 
fenders to be found in the United States 
today. 
The women indorsed them , but 
it w asn't necessary to do any work for 
them . 
T heir m erits were self-evident. 


“The riexVify?s house bill No. 35, Mr. 
Moler. prohibiting 
the em ploym ent of 
children under 14, and regulating the 
hours and condition of em ploym ent of 


children 
and women 
over 
that age. 
W hen the senate m ade Its list of "spe­ 
cial orders," each senator takin g 
one 
bill. Senator H allett chose Senator B a l­ 
linger's "child labor bill; then it was 
learned 
from Sen ator B allin g er’s son 
Richard Ballinger, assistan t secretary, 
th at Mr. M oler's bill was in the senate, 
and it w as substituted, the best sec­ 
tions of the B allin ger bill being incor­ 
porated in it. 
There was no opposi­ 
tion to its passage. 


"Sen ate bill No. 72, Senator 
W ard, 
was amended in such a way as to very 
greatly benefit the women of this state. 
Under the old law, in case of the death 
of a child, in testate, the fath er has in­ 
herited everything. 
This was amended 
so as to m ake both 
parents 
inherit 
equally. 
Under the old law a woman 
m ight have received a fortune from her 
parents, but in case of her death her 
husband would have inherited, and in 
case of his death 1t would ha\-p gone to 
his parents. 
Senator G riffith offered 
an am endm ent, m aking both sets of 
parents Inherit equally. 
This was done 
as a m ere act of Justice, without a 
breath of opposition, and so fa r as I 
know this bill was never considered by 
any wom an’s organization. 
It seems 
to me one of the m ost im portant bills 
so far as women are concerned, th at we 
have had in years. 


“Senate bill No. 114, Senator B u ck ­ 
ley, establishes a gam e commission, and 
w ill-give the best protection to fish and 
flesh and fowl we have ever had. In ­ 
asm uch as the women are the ones who 
have got hum ane education into the 
public schools, and are trying to work

along th is line, this law is worthy their | ¡ia d a hearing.'’ 
attention. Unless the house has changed ' 
the bill, there will be no open season 
for big gam e until 1907. 
Moreover, the 
open season for doves has been reduced 
to one m onth. Taken in connection w ith 
this bill, house bill No. 195. Mr. Cooper, 
affording protection to bird», their nests 
and eggs, we can c-laim that we have 
done well by ‘the dumb and all such as 
are appointed to destruction.’ 


“Senator Rush's bill. No. 127. am end­ 
ing the laws in regard to sending girls 
to the Industrial school, is a distinct 
im provem ent on the old law , it does 
aw ay with indenturing girls out. at a 
fixed sum, ridiculously sm all. 
It should 
be said th at this never has been done, 
but it w as not, sim ply because the boarrl 
has alw ays been better than the law. 
It provides for parole, and m akes it a 
m isdem eanor to entice a girl aw ay from 
the school. 


“Senate bill No. 137, Senator Taylor, 
m akes legal all our legal holidays. 
It 
seem s a bill was passed, in the Tw elfth, 
I believe, with a repealing clause which 
wiped all these holidays off the board. 
Senator 
Ballin ger offered an am end­ 
m ent including the birthday of Lincoln, 
which was accepted, so that hereafter 
the school children will keep holiday on 
F ebruary 12. 
B u t they owe this, in 
(fact, not to either of these gentlem en, 
but to Mrs. W . S. Peabody nf the W o­ 
m an's club, who is said to have the 
fin est collection of Lincoln clippings, 
rem iniscences and souvenirs in the west 
and. next to Mr. Oldroyd's, one of the 
best in the country. 


“Two more hum anitarian 
bills 
are 
Nos. 210 and 211; Mr. M cKlnzie, com ­ 
pelling the support of wives and chil- 
di%n,‘ and of parents, respectively. Sen­ 
ato r-G rav es had a bill for the support 
o f ¡wives and fam ilies, m aking failure 
tor support them n felony, but he had a 
VeJrfouS’Spell of illness at the tim e the 
bitl "came up on the calendar, and it 
Vpfe'h't by default. 
He tried to get the 
Jfttf&inzle’ bill so amended as to m ake 
th is tfffense a felony, but failed, as the 
law yers held it/ would be impossible -to 
get .convictions and wbuld cause delay 
In urgent cases. 


“House bill No. 302, Mr. McDougall, 
should bring balm to the superstitious 
school m a'am for it perm its her to take 
her exam ination oh Thursdays instead 
of F rid ay s as heretofore. 
If there is 
anything in the 
legends 
surrounding 
Friday, m ore teachers should pass and 


their certificates should be higher than 
ever before in the state. 


“Senate bill No. 332, Senator DeLong, 
Is a little bit of a short bill that was 
anxiously watched by the women in 
the sm all towns where the main con­ 
tention is the wetness or dryness 
of 
th at region for the coming year. 
It 
increases the tim e of residence within 
the town lim its so as to prevent colon­ 
izing and will do much to insure hon­ 
est 
elections, and, 
incidentally, 
dry 
towns. 


''H ouse bill No. 410, Mr. Dinkel, pe-r 
m its several contiguous school districts 
to make levy for the erection of a union 
High school and allows the outlying 
school districts, not contiguous to the 
town where such a school may be, to 
vote to add them selves to the High 
school district. 
It seems like a sensible 
provision, and one that ought to be very 
welcome 
in 
various 
sections of 
the 
state. 


"Senate bill No. 270, by Senator Corn- 
tortli, was indorsed by a large number 
o f women's organizations. Tne 
bill as 
it passed is omy rem otely like the bill 
introduced. However, it is the thin edge 
of the wedge. 
It provides th at chattel 
m ortgages cannot be given by either 
husband or wife without the signature 
of the other, and hom esteads cannot 
be sold without the w ife's signature. 
The old law was 
rather inconsistent, 
for while a man could not m ortgage a 
homestead without the w ife's consent, 
he could sell it outright. 
This is an ­ 
other distinctly ‘woman's bill.’ 
I be- 
liev-- this is the third tim e it has been 
introduced and the first tim e it ever 


Speaking of the Cornforth bill, 
Mrs. 
Conine took occasion to pay high trib ­ 
ute to Mrs. \Y. N. Ruby of the Monday 
Progress club. Colorado Springs, as the 
one to whom the club women should be 
grateful as it was largely through her 
persistent cham pioning of the bill that 
it passed. The full text is as follows: 


“An act relating to the property rights 
of married persons: 


“ Be it enacted by the general assem ­ 
bly of the state of Colorado, th at ch at­ 
tel m ortgages upon and bills of sale for 
household goods and 
deeds 
for and 
m ortgages or deeds 
of trust 
upon a 
liom estead when given by husband or 
wife residing with the other shall not 
be valid unless signed and executed 
by both husband and wife jo in tly .” , 


Mrs. J. R. H unter of the com m ittee 
on city, county and slate institutions, 
déplorer] the fa ct that better appropria­ 
tions had not been made for the in sti­ 
tutions caring for women and children. 
She praised the work of Mrs. Alice R u- 
nle who stood so staunelily for all the 
appropriation asked for by the State 
Hon’p for Dependent Children, also the 
(¡iris' Industrial school. 


The legislative com m ittee, taking all 
into consideration, were much gratified 
with the showing, in reviewing the fate 
of the bills introduced, in con trast with 
those passed. 


Mrs. Conine stated that she had the 
pen with which the governor signed the 
child labor bill and th at it w as her in­ 
tention to present it to the national 
^resident. 
Mrs. 
Denison, 
during the 
state convention in Colorado Springs. 


Apropos, also, to the su b ject of wom­ 
en and the last assem bly, is mention of 
a house bill introduced by Mr. Meikie- 
iohn, where land is entered, not as a 
hom estead, the wife can go to the re­ 
corder and have “hom estead" w ritten 
op the m argin. 
A fter th a t tim e it can 
neither be sold nor m ortgaged without 
h o signature. 
AVhere a woman enters 
land. the husband has the sam e privi­ 
lege. 


T here are tim es when «the m ost pa­ 
tient of us feel rather glad th at we do 
not live forever.

The fittin g s need not be ex­ 
pensive, but th at all m ust be tasteful, 
cheerful" and 
dainty 
is 
Im perative. 
P leasan t hom e-like lunch room s m ust 
be s e t apart, together w ith a portion 
screened, or'cu rtain ed off, for rest and 
reading rooms. 
In- the latte r several 
cozy, ease-inviting couches have place 
as well as chairs w here women can 
ta k e a ‘‘.wee w ink” of'sleep a fte r lunch­ 
eon, and th us be refreshed for the re­ 
m ainder o f th e day’s labors. Then, too, 
the new spapers and periodicals of late 
date are on the cen ter table and w riting 
desks offer a chance fo r letter w riting if 
one VS desirous of doing so. 


R egarding th e food and prices, espe-' 
d a lly .thè; most' hovel feature, the serv­ 
ing. - T he food is all o f the hom e-cooked 
style, and a 7-steam tab le keeps .every-:

T he. “C afeteria” plan so common in 
m any cities* is new to,C olorado. 
I t is 
one o f self-service. 
T rays, 
napkins, 
(paper Ones), knives, forks, etc., are 
placed on a side table and each patron 
is expected to help them selves to these 
articles, and afte r m aking a selection 
from th e bill of fare w ritten on a 
blackboard, take the food from the side 
table and, go to the* place they have 
picked out a t a lunch table. 
T he sum 
total 
is 
made 
up 
by a 
clerk 
as 
one passes to a seat, and a fte r clearing 
up one’s place a t the conclusion of the 
m eal, th e price is paid to the cashier. 


T o the uninitiated this method m ight 
not commend itself, but w herever tried 
it has jn e t w ith unqualified approval. 
I t is" expeditious: it saves in the hir­ 
ing of w aiters so the prices can be made 
less; there is less confusion and a more

meal is

than

A nother ad­ 
vantage of the ‘‘Noon-Day R e st," it can 
be m ade for women, w hat the club is for 
the m en, a delightful rendezvous.

Washington, April 27.—General Gll- 
espiej chief of engineers, says:

"The bad effect of the climate on the 
health.of the army is a simple factor. 
Just as the troops serving on the Texas 
border always have shown a greater 
sick rate and a higher percentage of 
deaths than those in the Rocky mp.nri- 
tain districts or the northern -United 
States, so In a greater degree wilt tjie. 
army In the Philippines always exceed 
In sickness and death the .army at home. 
I think we must consider these sick 
rates' as part of the price of the .pccU- 
pancy of the islands, and not expect ahV 
very great diminution for the future. . 
"The prevalence of alcoholism In,the 
army as shown by' the sick repoijt 
(which is by no means an exact index 
of the habits, of the men) is much 
greater in the United States than In the 
Islands. In spite of the undoubted per- 
nicious effects of vino on some soldiers 
in the Philippines, the sick rate from 
alcoholism has been much smaller there 
than In the United States ever since 
our occupation of the Islands. 


The effect of the discontinuance of 
the canteen feature, of the post ex- 
change on the well-being of men should, 
in my opinion, be judged largely from 
reports of posts in the United States 
and city stations only of the Philippines, 
such as Manila, Iloilo atid Cebu. At 
a remote station In the islands a young 
soldier may, it Is true, get vile liquor 
at a very small price, but there is noth- 
ing very attractive in so doing. There 
are ho bar fixtures or rooms 
with 
billiards or cards, iced drinks, music 
and sometimes dissolute women. Un- 
less he Is already a habitual drunkard, 
the temptations for him to become so 
are not nearly so; great as In the cities 
mentioned and in:the United States. 
When a previously sober soldier, how- 
ever, does -become a. chronic drunkard 
of vino, his ruin is complete. 
'The value of the canteen has al- 


ways been considered to be a -means 
by which the ayerage soldier, not a 
drunkard, but a user of liquor, can get 
a few glasses of beer.at home and every 
day in the month it he; =Bp desires, in- 
stead of being attracted/ to saloons 
where'he Is tsmpted to spend his 
month's pay at once for .vile liquor, 
gambling and women; It is also very 
probable that the rates for alcoholism 
in the Philippines are now lower rthan 
ever before on account of 'the- preva- 
lence of cholera. The enlisted men have 
been so repeatedly warned against, the 
danger of drinking impure water.-natlve 
soft drinks 
and ; frequenting: native 
shacks, that; having seen the horrors 
of cholera among "the natives and the 
comparative Immunity of the troops, a 
decided deterrent effect must have been 
produced."

Of the Moros, General Miles says: 
''The problem of reducing or controll- 
ing these people in case of continued 
hostilities does not appear to be a 
difficult one. .They are 
very poorly 
armed and have no means of withstand- 
ing ou'i- mountain artillery and field 
mortars." 
Of the road to Lake Lanao, he says: 
<'At the time of my visit there:were

MILES'REPORT 


ON PHILIPPINE CRUELTY 


JBy Associated Pre^s. 
Washington,. April 27.— The war de- 
'partlmetit today made public that por- 
tion of the report of General Miles 
which refers to misconduct of offlders 
'and soldiers in the Philippines. 
The 
'statements made by General Miles are 
the 'result :of his tour of inspection in 
the Philippines last autumn and winter. 
General .Miles' report on his Philip- 


pines observations Is dated February 
19', 1903. arid is addressed to'1 the secre- 
tary of war. He .says in going from 
Calamba to Ba'tangas in November last 
he noticed, -that, the country appeared 
devastated and that the people were 
very much depressed. 


Stopping at -Lipa he -says a party of 


citizens headed by the acting presidente 
met him and stated. that they desired 
' to make complaint of harsh treatment 


of the people of that community, saying 
they had been concentrated in towns and 
had suffered, great .Indignities; "that 15 
of their people had been tortured by 
what is known as 'the water torture, 
and that one man, -a highly respected 
citizen, . aged 65 years, named Vincent 
Luna, while suffering from the effects 
of the , torture and unconscious, was 
dragged from his house, which had been 
set on fire and burned to death. They 
stated that these atrocities were com- 
•Iriltted .by. a company of . scouts under 
command of Lieutenant Hennessey and 
that their people had been crowded into 
towns, 600 being confined In one build- 
ing." 
A doctor of the party said he 


•would testify that some 600 died from 
Suffocation. 
General Miles said he 
looked at the building, which was one 
story In height, 18 or 20 feet wide and 
possibly 60 or 70 feet long. He asked 
for a written statement to be forwarded 
him at Manila, but says he never re- 
ceived it, and adds: "1 have ho reason 
to disbelieve their statement; in fact, 
the instances of torture in the case of 
the man Luna having1 /been tortured 
and burned to death are confirmed by 
other reports." 
•Concerning the failure 
to receive 
the staVement, General 
Miles says': 
^•Whether any Influence was brought to 
bear to prevent their statement, either 
by persuasion'or coercion, I am not pre- 
ipared to say at the present time." 
General Miles then 
refers to other 
cases, saying that on the Island of Cebu 
It- was reported and published in. No- 
vember, 1902, "that two officers, Captain 
Bamuels, Forty-fourth infantry, United 
States volunteers, and Lieutenant Fei- 
ten Nineteenth Infantry, had committed 
similar atrocities against the people of 
that Island. It is also reported that at 
Laoag, on the Island of Luzon, two na- 
tives were whipped to death. At Taclo- 
Tjan, Leyte.Mt was reported that Major 
Glenn ordered Lieut. Caulfield, Phil- 
ippines scouts, .to take eight prisoners 
:out Into the,conntry and that if they did 
nqt guide him to the camp^ of the in- 
surgent Quizeh he was not to bring 
them back. It was stated that the- men 
were .taken out and . that they either 
did riot or .could not do as directed. 
One of the men who^ad a son among 
the scouts was spared, but the others 
were separated In two parties, number- 
ing three and four respectively, and 
while tied together were all murdered 
by being shot or bayonetted to death, 
some being- in a kneeling position at 
that time. The-JSretense was made that 
they were -killed while attempting to 
•escape, but so'-fW as I know no official 
report has ever been made. It was re- 
ported by Major Watts, who Investi- 
gated the cade. •Besides, Lieutenant 
CaulfleldfiClvHi.aii Scouts Ramos, Fres-. 
ton, Corn- i arid MfcKeen were particl-. 
pants.

"At CalBayog,-,8amar, It was reported 
that several men in that district had 
•been 'subjected to the water torture. 
I saw three men.. who hud been sub- 
jected" to-'this treatment. One was the 
presidente of the town, who showed me 
long,- deep scars- on his arms which he 
said were caused by- the cords with 
which he was bound cutting into his 
flesh. The second man was named .lose 
Borja and the third was Padre Jose 
Diazenes, who stated he was one of 
three priests who had been subjected 
to torture: by the troops under Lieuten- 
ant Gaujot, Tenth .cavalry; that his 
front teeth had been knocked out, which 
was; apparent; that he was otherwise 
maltreated aMd robbed of $300. It was 
stated that these pfiests were taken out 
to be killed and were only saved by 
the prompt action of Major Garrington, 
{First Infantry, who sent out for them. 
Lieutenant -Gaujbt was tried, pleaded 
guilty and was given, the trivial sen- 
tence of, three months' suspension from 
command, forfeiting $50, per month for 
the same period. His pleading guilty 
prevented all the facts and circum- 
stances being; developed. 
"It appears that Major Glenn, Lieu- 
tenant Conger and a party of assist- 
ants and native scouts were moved from 
jplace to place for the purpose of ex- 
torting statements by means of torture, 
'and, it became so, notorious that this 
party was called 'Glenn's brigade.' 
Whether it was possible for officers to 
toe, engaged in such acts without the 
personal knowledge of the genetal upon 
•whose staff they were serving- at the 
time, 
namely.

Hughes, I leave for others to conjec- 
ture. 
"These facts came to my notice in a 
casual way and many others of similar 
character have been reported in differ- 
ent parts of the archipelago. In fact, I 
Svas informed that It was common talk 
at the places where officers congregated 
that such transactions had been carried 
on either with the connivance or ap- 
proval of certain commanding officers, 


: It Is, however, most gratifying to state 
that such atrocities have been con- 
demned by such commanders as Gen- 
erals. Lawton, Wade, 
Baldwin and others.

'fI found that with certain officers the 
Impression prevailed that such acts 
were justifiable ahd I felt it,my duty, 
In order to correct *uch erroneous anc 
•dangerous impression and to prevenl

General Miles renews a recommend.i- 
ion made prior to his vlsit-to the Phil- 
pplnes that at least one strategic posi- 
ion be fortified beyond the possibility 
f capture by any foreign fleets. 


A People Sorely Afflicted. 


OC the condition generally, he says: 
"I do not think there Is today a-people 
o sorely afflicted as the eight millions' 
if inhabitants of this archipelago. Their 
:ountry has been devastated by war. 
n some places locusts have destroyed 
he crops. Pestilence has prevailed, re- 
ulting in the reported death of nearly 
5,000 people, while.lt Is estimated that 
he number not reported Is fully as 
arge." 


On November 29, 1902,- General Milea 
sent the following cablegram to the 
lecreta'ry of war: 


"1'n my judgment five regiments. 1(500 


men each, infantry and cavalry, should 
>e sent yearly. Four transports will 
ransport them with all' needed sup- 
dies,'and take 
returning regiments. 
The remaining- transports should be 
ised to bring out wheat ,and .corn and 
hen used to bring cariboos and cattle 
o replace 90 per cent destroyed. These 
people are suffering from effects of war 
and pestilencet and "famine must pre- 
•ail |n. six mpnths unless prompt and 
fficlent measures are taken." 
Portions of 
the 
report of General 


Miles were sent to the different chiefs

The first" day's' session' of the grand 
jury callediljy the district judges to in- 
vestigate city" and county affairs, re- 
sulted in;,eight indictments directed 
against proprietors of houses of ill fame 
In Colorado; City. 
Six arrests were 
made simultaneously at 
9:30 o'clock 
last night. The sheriff's 
offices will

The arrests were the result of evi- 
dence brought before the grand Jury 
by'Citizens of Colorado City and true 
bills were found in each case. The 
keeping: of houses of this nature is ex- 
pressly against the statutes of the state 
and evidence went to show that the 
women paid each month- into the city 
treasury of Colorado City amounts of 
$25 in each case for the landlady and 
$10 each for the other women inmates. 
This custom which is entered upon the 
city "books,.as fines, it was alleged be- 
fore-the jury, has continued for years. 
The arrests were ;taken as an Indica- 
tion that the grand jury will thorough- 
ly investigate this violation of the stat- 
utes and it was rumored around the 
Court house that the action of last night 
igi the precursor of more arrests in 
Gqjbrado City. The women claim they 
Jia.Ve.been guaranteed protection by the 
Colorado City officials and further tes- 
timony in regard to the officials and 
their" relation with this source of reve- 
nue will continue before the grand jury.

The 'length of time required, by the 
;rand jury in its deliberations is con- 
jectural.- The court has Impressed up- 
on the body the necessity for a thor- 
ough Investigation in both city and 
county affairs and at the same time 
urged upon them every expedition. 
The charge of Judge Cunningham as 
delivered to the grand jury follows: 
The Court's Charge. 


Gentlemen of the -Grand Jury: 


You have been summoned here pur- 
suant to the provisions of the law to 
act as grand jurors. Af the outset I 
desire to Impress upon your minds the 
Importam-'e of absolute secrecy in the 
conduct of all. your proceedings. This 
essential requirement of the law is In- 
corporated In the oath which you. have 
taken. Without a strict-observance of 
your oath In this particular, you can- 
not properly discharge your duties. 


You must not divulge to any on#what 
has taken place In your Jury room, 
either by disc-losing the name of any 
witness who may appear before you, or 
the subject matter-of his testimony, or 
the name of any person who has beer 
or is being investigated, whether fi 
true bill has or has not been found in 
any particular case. And this Is impor- 
tant that every true bill shall be kepi 
a secret so that the accused iriay be 
apprehended before he flees from the 
jurisdiction of 
the 'i-ourt; 
and it if 


equally important that the public shal 
not 'licnon "of the in\ estimation of an in-» 
dividual In any case where* a true bill is 
not found because of the injury tha 
might result lo him from having beer 
investigated by a. grand 'Jury. ' It.is ai 
much your duty to protect the inngcen 
.as to punish the guilty, and not only 
to protect the Innocent horn an unjusi 
prosecution but, to protect them from 


crime to impart such knowledge to thp 
grand jury as a body,, by belhg sworn 
ind testifying thereto the'same as any 
ither witness. 
You have no right to be Influenced in 
he slightest particular, either in favor 
r against an accused person, by any 
mere rumor or Information that you 
may have heard, or, may have been pos- 
sessed of prior to the beginning of your 
work as. grand jurors; and you should 
lot be Influenced by any bias, prejudice 
T opinion that you may have in any 
particular case, either for or against 
any person; but you can only act in an 
honest observance of your duty by be- 
ng guided solely an;d alone by the evi- 
lence that may be offered in your pres- 
ence as grand jurors. 
As to Evidence.

As a general .rule, grand juries should 


hear no other evidence than that adr 
duced by the prosecution, but you .have 
jeen sworn to "diligently inquire' Into 
rtn.d-true presentment make," and if,- in 
he course of your inquiries, you have

evidence, not presented and within your 
~iixi£L._ji;i., 
would,qualify or explain

on trial, and you rrtay in every case, exr 
opting 'cases of pet-jury, find an in- 
dictment on the oath' of one witness 
alone. •"•

It is the duty of your foreman to 
administer oaths 'and .affirmations to 
Witnesses, and whenever a bill is pre- 
lented to you it becomes necessary that 
it least nine of your number-shall coiv1 
iur In-finding an indictment, before a. 
rue -bill: can be returned. 
Every true 
bill must be indorsed "a true bill," and 
nust be signed by your foreman. In 
ivery case where you should find that 
t is not a true bill, it shall be indorsed 
accordingly, signed by your foreman 
,nd returned into court. 
An Admonition. 


You must not permit 
any 
person 
whatsoever, either the district attor- 
iey or his deputy, or any one espe- 
cially appointed by the court to per- 
form the duty of the district attorney 
or any bailiff, or any 
officer of the 
court,, to remain either In your pres- 
ence or hearing while you are consid- 
ering your verdict or voting on the 
same. , 
You have the right to meet at such 
times, and to adjourn to such times, as 


regularly called before your body and 
sworn In a proper manner. 
Ordinarily, parties who. 
In good 


faith, have complaints to make,, will do 
so by first communicating with the dis- 
trict attorney. 
Will Be Attended. 


The district attorney, or some repre- 
sentative of his office duly appointed 
by the court, will always be in attend- 
ance upon,you, and will render you such 
assistance as you may need, and will 
advise you .Concerning the law that 
should govern you in any case or as to 
the relevancy or 
dence 
materiality of evl- 


Moreover,' the court will be accessible 
9t all times, and further and additional 
Instructions, if deemed proper, will be 
given you upon your request therefor, 
or upon the court's own motion; from 
time to time, as you may progress, in 
your investigations. 


I have not deemed It necessary to in- 
struct you specifically as to the proper 
subjects for your investigation, arid 
while you.are by no means required,to 
subniit your judgment to that of the 
district attorney, or his assistants, nev- 
ertheless, In view of his large expert- 
ence^and wide investigations growing 
out bf and made necessary by .the du- 
ties of his office, it is the judgment 
pf the court that you should give care- 
ful consideration to his suggestions con- 
cerning the order of your invastlgntjpn 
arid your method of procedure, his^siFy-

The Iowa last week 
had three men killed as the result of the explosion of a 
guii. Since that time she has become totally disabled 


,. by the bursting of a steam pipe which tore away-the 


steering gear. 


A few days ago the new and splendid battleship Maine, 


believed to be the hfghest development in the art of build- 
ing war vessels, became weak in important parts. The 
mounting of the guns has proved to be defective, but the 


• difficulty is 'said to be as much due to inadequate speci- 
fications in the plans as to faulty construction. It is 


' Dilated also that weakness has developed in the boilers 


v»vf the ship. These water tube boilers were of a certain 
-'jype which was strongly opposed by Rear Admiral Mel- 


rille, the chiel^constructor. The type which he preferred 
'Would cost considerably more, but the general opinion 
, Is that the hpst arc none too good. Indeed, it is abso- 


iliitely necessary that a warship should be able to do its 
best work under high pressure.

product; 38 per cent of the country's' oats. The 
wheat, corn, oats, rye, barley, cotton, hay and

country. 


From that celebrated pioneer experiment in 


Wheat-growing by Oliver Dalrymple, a 'wealthy 
Minnesota farmer, in the territory of Dakota in 
1876, quickly came magnificent results. In 1902 
North Dakota stood second in the list of wheat- 
producing states.and Minnesota first.- These with 
Missouri, South Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas, 
all in the Louisiana purchase, led all the rest of 
the country last year in wheat-growing. Much 
niore than half of the country's 670,OOOjOOO bush- 
els grown in 1902 (valued at $422,000,0,00). waS 
grown" in the states of the old Jefferson f tract. 


And-the story of, corn is similar. Illinois stood 


first in corn yield ih 1902, as in most years'. The 
four" Louisiana states of Iowa, Missouri, Ne- 
braska anil Kansas led all the rest of the country.

WEAKNESSES IN BATTLESHIP 


.Naval experts will pay close attention j 
o the repairing of the battleship Maine 
at the Cramp yards, where she was con- 
structed. This vessel, the latest to be 
aunched of the greater fighting ma- 
chines of the navy, and only placed In 
commission within the 
past 
few 
months, typified, it was believed, the 
highest development in the art of build- 
ng war vessels up to that time. That 
Oie mounting of its guns should have 
proved defective Is disappointing to all 
nterested, regardless of the cause. It 
a confidently expected, however, that 
n the progress of the repairs valuable 
nformatlon will be gained as to proper 
mounting of guns on war vessels. 
It Is well known that as the length 


of the recoil guns is shortened the strain 
>ecomes more severe, and the parts 
sustaining the strain, must be corre- 
spondingly strengthened. 
That they 
were not so braced in the Maine is 
quite as likely to be due to .inadequate 
provision in the plans as to faulty con- 
itructlon. 
A failure to properly adjust the car- 


riage to the gun Is nothing new in naval 
annals and the accident to the guns on 
the Maine has recalled to ordnance ex- 
perts the fate of the gunmounts on 
Lhe Brooklyn. Scarcely had Commo- 
dore Schley hoisted his flag on the 
Brooklyn In Hampton Roads, prepara- 
tory to his departure for the West 
Indies at the beginning of the Spanish 
war than, In the firing of a broadside 
salute, the mounts of the five-Inch guns 
were upset and displaced, so as to ren- 
der extensive repairs necessary. 
She 
was taken to Newport News and work 
on her continued night and day until 


she was pronounced fit for duty. But 
Btlll the mounts were insecure, for in 
the battle of Santiago all the five-inch 
guns used on the Brooklyn were again 
similarly disabled.. 
' Conflicting views •: are held of the re- 
ported damage to the boilers of the 
Maine. Accidents^ boiler tubes are of 
common occurrence, and/all'Ships using 
water-tube boilers carry with theiji ex- 
tra tubes, so that as weaknesses de- 
velop in the original tubes they may be 
replaced by new ones, which can be 
done by mechanics of ordinary skill. 
To the case of the Maine, however, ex- 
ceptional interest attaches, as the re- 
pairing of her tubular boilers,so soon 
alter she was placed In commission fur- 
nishes Rear' Admiral Melville, chief 
constructor, an • additional argument 
against the 
Nlclausse boilers, with 
which the Maine is equipped. A contest 
of vast Importance to bollermakers has 
been In progress in the navy depart- 
ment for some: time past. Similar con- 
.tests have been 'waged In the naval 
establishment's of Great Britain, France 
and Germany, the prizes being of great 
value. All the water tube'boilers are 
protected by patents,-and the official 
Indorsement of the government means 
millions of dollars to the manufactur- 
ing firm which receives such indorse- 
ment. 
. 
The British admiralty recognize the 
grave responsibility attaching to an of- 
ficial Indorsement In requiring any cer- 
.taln type of boiler to be used in the 
British navy, and, after examining arid 
testing thirty-six types, reported that 
none of them showed such unquestioned 
merit as to justify Its recommendation 


as a standard-for navalMfcpj •'•We com! 
mittee "compared the merits) 6t the cyl| 
Indrical and water tube'1 VjojterS,'and ref 
ported that while the sup'e«or"economa 
of the cylindrical bollerMs 'unques 
tloned, from a military -point Of View! 
that Is, the necessity df'maklng Stea" 
quickly, the water tubfe boiler must I 
deemed more suitable lor naval purj 
poses. • The committee recommended 
mixed battery of boUt-types. 
In the United States' navy, the watea 
tube boiler Is preferred.' and Admlra 
Melville strongly favors the Babcock iS 
Wllcox boilers. His opposition to th« 
Nlclauase Is pronounced, and^vhen th| 
specifications for the new 16,00ft-tbn ball 
tleshlps recently contracted, for wer| 
drawn he secured the insertion, almosj 
at the last moment; of a clause retjuirl 
Ing the Use of the Babcock &*iWllco 
boilers. A fierce contest ensued. Th 
manufacturers'of the other boilers fell 
an injustice had been done them iff 
shutting them out from competition bS 
prescribing the use of a particular kind 
of boiler.' The bidders also protested 
against being compelled 'to Install 
Babcock & Wllcoxt boilers on'.the 
battleships, as the makers of this typj 
were thus given a monopoly.'

I do this with deep respect for 
your high 'office and for your mahy 
noble "qualities as a public man and 
citizen, and with strong and pleasant 
memories of the personal friendship 
with which in oast y«ars, ycjji have 
honored me. I believe this, course should 
be followed for the sake of the country, 
army, and the accused himself.

His grandson told the newspaper men 
that "the .accurate story would appeal 
to them as journalists,, viz.. that the 
news came through the medium of a 
small Dutch newspaper.

! THE'UNEXPECTED. 


A good strike Is reported from the 
Moore and Klein lease on the Unexpect- 
ed claim of the', Central Consolidated 
property on> Bull hill.

THE AVERAGE AMERICAN MAN. 
Census Deductions Point Him Out as 
Forty Years Old and Prosperous. 


These many years newspapers, ora- 
ors, political economists, party man- 
gers, pulpiteers and others have been 
ointing arguments at the average man 
nd the aVerage American. We have 
een Informed by the knowing ones 
ow the average man and American 
:ou]d view divers questions and what 
e would do under any given set of 
ircumstances. The average man Is a 
ational personage in this country. Ha 
s supposed to be typical of the whole 
Vmerican nation. This government'is 
onducted for what our more or less 
-Ise rulers deem to be the benefit of 
he average man. The greatest good 
f the greatest, number is held to be 
he greatest good of the average man. 
But this government of the averagtf 
man, by the average man, for the av- 
rage man has been embarrassed more 
ban once by the want of a definite 
vpe or model of the average man. We 
ave our standards of weight and^measj. 
re preserved in glass cases at .Wash> 
ngton to prevent the pound from .hjs,- 
ig or gaining weight, and the 'foot 
rom losing or gaining length, but; we 
ave no average man in a-glass,,case 
y comparison with whom we may ,d.e- 
ermlne our respective places in rela- 
on to the average and whose Qpf}},- 
ons we may consult as those -of the 
eople.' 
One looks in vain through the ab- 
tract of the twelfth census, lately pub- 
shed by the government, for an offl- 
al determination, description 
and 
nalysls of the average man. It Is 
stonishing that the census bureau has 
eglectcd to deduce from its mass of 
tatistics the figure, personality and 
ondltlon of the average man. That 
ask has been left to private newspaper 
nterprlse. and is here given for what 
t is worth. 
The average man In this country Is 
irst of all a male, for the males afe 
1.1 per cent and the females 48.9 per 
ent of the population. The. blood in his 
elns is 87.9 per cent'white, 11.6 negro, 
.3 Indian and 0.2 Mongolian. This blood 
s 14.7 per cent foreign, and the foreign 
jlood, out of a total of 10.34 parts,'Is 
.66 parts German, 1.61 parts Irish, .78 
arts Canadian, .57 parts Swedish and 
.72 parts of all other nationalities. Al- 
hough the average man has so strong 
strain of mixed foreign blood In his 
/eins. both his parents were born in 
his country. This is determined by the 
act that both parents of 65.8 per cent 
f the native population were also na- 
iyeB. 
The average American has not done 
much traveling, for 79 per cent of the 
population of the United States were 
lorn within the state or territory of 
heir present residence. Consequently, 
t is to be supposed that the average 
man Is inclined to be provincial. 
To fix the nge of the average man 
:as a work of some difficulty and In- 
tricate calculation. 
He is,' however, 
about 40 years old, if we .take Into ac- 
count the'entire population, male and 
female, Infants and adults; but if we 
take the average age of only the native 
white adult males, of which class we 
mow the average man to be, he Is 48 
years old. It seems preferable, how 
ever, to base our calculation on the 
most general average. 
Let his age 
therefore, be 40 years. Babies under 5, 
ay the way, are the most numerous 
class In the quinquennial age periods. 
Being native born and of the male 
sex, the average man must be a voter. 
The census shows, also, that he Is able 
to read and write. He.is married, for 
80.9 per cent of the native white males 
40 years of age, both of whose parents 
were born In this country, are married. , 
He Is engaged in agriculture, for the 
agricultural class is the most numerous, 
being 35.7 per cent of the male popula- 
tion and the' most widely scattered. 
Moreover, he is not a mere laborer, but 
Is an independent .farmer, planter or 
overseer, for that subclass is the larg- 
est division of the agricultural class. 
Since he is a farmer, the average man 
owns his home free of incumbrances. 
Only the class of farm families, how- 
ever, has a majority that own their 
homes. The majority of other families 
live in hired houses. He has 4.6 persons 
in his family, but It might cau?e family 
disturbance If one were to attempt to 
determine what member is only .6 of a 
person. 
' 
The average man may live anywhere 


in the land except in the towns. His 
farm contains 146.2'acres, of.which 60.6 
ner-cent is uniirmroved. -It yields him 
from *500 to $1.000 a' year in produce 
not fed to live, stock. ' ft'9 principal in- 
come is from hay and, grain. 
This in as close an account of the 
average man as rough and ready com- 
mutation can dig gilt .of the abstract. 
Henceforth, editors,1 preachers, politi- 
cians and other exhorters of the aver- 
age man may know the;'sort of person 
of whom and to whom they discourse.

SAN JUAN. 
Work has been resumed at the King 
mine, on Sultan mountain, after a shut- 
down ;of several months, and at this 
wj-ltirig the single power drill Is pound- 
ing away on the breast of the 1,000-foot 
tunnel, which has already-cut the King 
vein,'and is now headed for the Mazep- 
pa, .300 feet ahead, according to sur- 
face measurements.

TRAVELING LIBRARY 


The two reports that aroused the most 
enthusiasm . were 
the state 
trav- 
eling 
library 
and 
the 
legis- 


lative 
reports.

Welles, chairman, together with Mrs. 
W. S, Peabody and many others labored 
most ardently and effectually for the 
passage of the recent act of the legis- 
lature oh the subject of the traveling 
libraries. 


Mrs. Welles received an ovation when 
she gave her report last Monday. Par- 
ticularly on the statement that the li- 
brary bill was the first one introduced 
by Women that carried an appropria- 
tion. The appropriation was $1,000, Just 
the half that was asked, and-offices' 
were set apart forjthe occupancy of 
the commission. 
The governor 
has 
'asked for a list of names from which 
to name this commission to have charge 
of the library. The executive withholds 
this list until the governor's return 
from the-east, as he has expressed a 
strong desire to sign the bill and re- 
quested them to do so; 
As in, many other things, the high 
powers Went a step further than they 
were asked to do. The bill as Intro- 
duced provided that the governor Should 
appoint two mewbers of the commis- 
sion, the federation two, and the gov- 
ernor and the federation acting togeth- 
er, the other one. 
Senator West submitted an amend- 


ment that the Women should have the 
entire appointing power, and took oc- 
casion to say that he thought the bill 
the best one In the legislature. 
l 


Senator Lewis, however, who intro- 
duced the library bill was especially 
commended by the executive. Of course 
It took a great amount of work to get 
the bill through, even with the'appro- 
priatlbn cut in two. Senator Lewis did 
not wartt to concur when the bill went 
back to the senate with a decreased ap- 
prppf-latlon but finally yielded to the 
entreaties .of the women. 
Mrs. Welles explained that the fed- 
erated clubs were responding to the per 
capita tax since,, they understood that 
the purpose of raising" money was that 
the libraries may be turned over to the 
state In July free from debt. The ex- 
ecutive voted to have especial notes of 
thanks sent to those who had given 
valuable assistance to the library com- 
mittee. 
, • 


Quoting from the last annual report 


of, the, committee, "A total of 76 boxes 
are in circulation. Fifty-eight of these 
are miscellaneous and 17-juvenile. The 
federation-owns about 3,500 volumes at 
an estimated cost of $3,720." The com- 
mittee reported, four more libraries do- 
nated since the report was made and 
sohie others in process of collection. Mrs. 
Welles said that the governor had pre-i 
sented her with the pen with which he 
signed the traveling library bill. Tied 
with a bit of red, White and blue rib- 
bon, she-said she-should hand it:down' 
to .posterity* as Her most treasured pos- 
session.

LEGISLATIVE REPORT 


Mrs; M. A. B..\CoiiIne of Denver, the 
chairman of the state legislative com- 
mittee In making her report to the 
spring meeting of the Board -of direc- 
tors of the- C. F. W. C. referred .those, 
in, attendance to the article by Bills 
Meredith Iti : the Denver News, April 
19, as comprehensively reviewing the 
subject of "Womankind and the Four- 
teenth General Assembly." 
' 
, The article In part, is as follows: 
"Taking the bills as they come numer- 
ically, the first-are,the five blllp es- 
tablishing, the Juvenile court, and, mak- 
ing a more stringent compulsory school 
law. These are Senator Bailey's bills, 
and they passed both branches without 
opposition. They were drawn by the 
County Judges.' association, and are 
said to be the most enlightened and per- 
fect system of dealing with Juvenile of- 
fenders to be found In the United States 
today. The women indorses them, but 
it wasn't neces'Sary to do any work for 
them. Their merits were self-evident. 
"Thel'riej$rTSas" house bill No. 35, Mr. 
Moler, prohibiting the employment of 
children under 14, and regulating the 
hours and condition of employment of 


children and women over that age. 
When the senate made Its list of "spe- 
cial orders," each senator taking one 
bill; Senator Ha liett chose Senator Bal. 
Hnger's-child labor'bill: then It was 
learned from Senator Balllnger'n son 
Richard Ballinger, assistant secretary, 
that Mr. Moler's bill was In the senate, 
and it was substituted, the best sec- 
tions of the Ballinger bill being Incor- 
porated In it. There was no opposi- 
tion to its passage. • 


"Senate bill NoV~f2, Senator Ward, 
was amended in such a way as to very 
greatly benefit the women of this state. 
Under the old law, in case of the death 
of a child, intestate, the'father has .in- 
herited everything. This was amended 
so as to make both . parents 
Inherit 
equally; Under-the old law a woinaii 
might have received a fortune from her 
iparents. but >1h: case of her death her 
husband would have inherited, and In 
case of his death it. would have gone to 
his parents. Senator Griffith offered 
an amendment,-" making both sets of 
parents inherit equally; This was dorie 
as a mere act' of justice, without a 
breath of opposition, and so far as I 
know this bill was never considered by 
any woman's organization. It seems 
to rrie one of the most important bills 
so far as women are'concerned, that we 
have had In years. 


"Senate bill tyo. 114. Senator Buck- 


ley, establishes a game commission, and 
will-give the best protection to fish and 
flesh aMd fowlwe'Have ever had. In- 
asmuch as thei women are the ones who 
have got humane education Into the 
public schools, and are trying to work 
along this line, this law is worthy their 
attention; Unless the house has changed 
the bill, there, will be no open season 
for big game until t907. Moreover, the 
open season for doves .has been reduced 
to pne month.' Taken In connection with 
this bill, house bill No. 105. Mr. Cooper, 
a'ffprdllig protection to bird?, their nests 
and eggs, we can claim that we have 
done well by 'the dumb and all such as 
are appointed to destruction.' 


"Senator Rush's bill, No. 127, amend- 
ing the laws In regard tp sending girls 
to the Industrial school, IB a distinct 
improvement on the old law; it does 
away with Indenturing girls out, at a 
fixed sum, .ridiculously small. It should 
be said that this never has been done, 
but It was not, simply because the board 
has 'always been, better than the law. 
It provides for parole, and makes it a 
inlsdemeanOrtO'entice a girl away from 
the school; 


"Senate bill No. 137, Senator Taylor, 
makes legal ail our legal holidays. It 
seenis a bill was:t>assed, in the Twelfth, 
I believe, with a.repealing clause which 
wiped all these 'holidays off the board. 
Senator Ballinger offered an amend- 
ment including the birthday of Lintoln, 
which was accepted, so that hereafter' 
tha school children, will keep holiday on 
February 12. 'But they owe this, in

their certificates should be higher than 
ever before in the state. 
"Senate bill No. 332, Senator DeLong, 


Is a little bit of a short bill that was 
anxiously watched by the women In 
the small towns where the main con- 
tention is the wetness or dryness of 
that region for the coming year. It 
increases the time of residence within 
the town limits so as to prevent colon- 
izing and will do much to Insure hon- 
est elections, and, incidentally, dry 
towns. 


"House bill No. 419, Mr. DInkel, pe-r 
mils several contiguous school districts 
to make levy for the erection of a uhion 
High school and allows the outlying 
school districts, hot contiguous to the 
town where such a school may be, to 
vote to add themselves to the High 
school district. • It seems like a sensible 
provision, and one that ought to be very 
welcome In various sections of 'the 
state. 


"Senate bilk No. 270, by Senator Corn- 
forth, was Indorsed by a large number 
of women's organizations. Tne bill as 
It passed is only remotely like the bill 
introduced. However, it is the thin edge 
of the wedge, -It provides that chattel 
mortgages cannot be given by either 
husband or wife without the signature 
of the other,' ah'd 'homesteads cannot 
.be sold 'without the wife's .signature. 
The old law was rather inconsistent, 
for while a man could not mortgage a 
homestead without the wife's consent, 
he could sell it outright. This is an- 
other distinctly- •••woman's- bill.'- I be- 
lieve this is 'the third time it has been 
Introduced and the first time 'it ever 
had a hearing." 


Speaking'- of the Cornforth bill, Mrs. 


Conine took occasion to pay high trib- 
ute to Mrs. W. N. Ruby of the Monday 
Progress club, Colorado Springs, as the 
oiie to whom the club women should be 
grateful as it was largely through her 
persistent championing -of the bill that 
it passed.
